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Dedication 


Their  combined  service  to  the  Town  of  Bristol 
numbered  98  years.  We  are  grieved  to  lose 
them  but  proud  to  dedicate  this  Report  in  their 
memory.  The  Bristol  Fire  Department  and 
Company  was  unselfishly  served  and  the  com- 
munity was  the  beneficiary  of  "Ike"  Payne's 
and  "Dick"  Ackerman's  willingness  to  help  us 
all  feel  more  comfortable  in  our  residences. 
Alfred  "Ike"  Payne  (b.  10-27-01  d.  6-22-86) 
started  as  a  fireman  in  1930.  He  was  elected 
by  the  Fire  Co.  as  Chief  Engineer  in  1935, 
serving  in  that  capacity  until  his  passing  in 
June,  1986.  He  was  also  a  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Alfred  "Ike"  Payne  Warden.  That  part  of  the  present  fire  station 

that  houses  the  fire  equipment  and  apparatus  is  dedicated  to  "Ike". 

Richard  "Dick"  Ackerman,  (b.  9-5-15  d.  12-22-86)  or  "Aikie"  as  he  was 
called  by  his  friends  and  fellow  fire  fighters,  started  with  the  department  in 
June,  1941.  During  his  42  years  serving  the  department,  he  was  Deputy  and 
then  Forest  Fire  Warden.  He  served  as  a  Commissioner  from  1968-1983. 
Long  years  of  service  are  common  in  the  Fire  Department.  Of  the  27  mem- 
bers, there  are  5  fire  fighters  who  have  served  25  or  more  years  — Ken  Brown 
(1955),  Val  Currier  (1951),  Fred  Emmons  (1959),  Ray  Greenwood  (1961), 
John  Day  (1961),  and  another  large  percentage  of  the  "guys"  who  have  served 
more  than  15  years.  Each  year  we  see  the  service  these  men  and  their  fami- 
lies give  to  the  Town  of  Bristol.  They  answer  the  calls  knowing  the  ever  present 
danger  that  might  be  involved.  This  is  their  way  of  serving.  They  are  called 
from  birthday  parties,  anniversaries,  Thanks- 
giving dinners;  they  are  called  in  the  cold  and 
in  the  heat;  they  are  called  at  night  and  dur- 
ing their  work  hours,  or  hours  when  others 
would  be  relaxing.  They  are  also  responsible 
for  the  Christmas  decorations  that  adorn  the 
Town  for  the  holiday  season.  Each  year  they 
run  a  carnival  and  take  much  of  the  profits 
to  purchase  equipment  that  the  town  would 
otherwise  have  to  purchase. 

Ike  and  Dick  exemplified  this  willingness 
that  is  exhibited  by  all  members  of  the  Fire 
Department  which  all  of  us  are  thankful  for. 
To  honor  this  willingness  we  proudly  and  ap- 
preciatively dedicate  this  Annual  Report.

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  renovation  and  expan- 
sion of  the  Municipal  Office  Building,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  eighty  thousand  dollars  ($480,000.00)  for  the  construction, 
which  is  to  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

All  general  obligation  notes  or  bonds  in- 
curred shall  be  paid  from  general  operating  revenues  of  the  Town.

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  twenty-five  thousand  five  hundred-two  dollars  ($25,502.00)  for  the 
reimbursement  of  tipping  fees  incurred  by  commercial  haulers  for  solid  waste 
disposed  of  at  a  town  approved  facility.  Reimbursement  shall  only  be  made 
on  solid  waste  generated  within  the  Town  of  Bristol  and  paid  upon  receipt 
of  written  documentation  generated  and  signed  by  the  operator  or  represen- 
tative of  the  designated  disposal  facility.  Each  hauler  shall  provide  the  Town 
of  Bristol  a  list  of  customers  prior  to  obtaining  reimbursement  in  calendar 
year  1987  and  upon  the  subsequent  request  of  the  Selectmen.

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  property  on  Bristol  Hill, 
so-called,  consisting  of  an  antenna  tower  and  accessory  building  from  Robert 
and  Marsha  Felder,  of  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  and  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

21 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  a  parcel  of  land  shown  on  a  plan  enti- 
tled "Hart  Land  Park  Subdivision  Mayhew  Turnpike,  Bristol,  N.H.  owned 
by  Robert  H.  Bennett,  to  be  subdivided  by  John  C.  Greenan,  Jr.  and  Leg 
Trust  of  July,  1984,"  as  a  gift  from  John  C.  Greenan,  Jr.,  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  dispose  of  the  building  on  Summer  Street  known  as  the  Old  Town  Shed. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  dispose  of  the  building  in  Kelly  Park  known  as  the  Preble  house. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  formally  change  the  status  of  the  so- 
called  road  spur  in  Camelot  Acres  closest  to  Newfound  Lake  by  discontinu- 
ing the  right  to  use  it  as  a  Class  VI  Highway,  and  further  to  designate  such 
land  so  that  it  may  not  be  sold  or  conveyed,  nor  developed  in  any  manner, 
except  that  such  improvements  may  be  made  to  the  land  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  or  extending  water  and/or  sewer  lines  and  appurtenances  to  resi- 
dences in  the  area.

from  all  provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expenditures  of  Town 
monies,  all  as  provided  in  RSA  31:95B  (SUPP.). 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and 
convey  tax  acquired  property  as  provided  in  RSA  80:42  (SUPP.),  such 
authority  to  continue  from  year  to  year  without  further  vote  until  repealed 
by  the  Town. 
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28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Town's  representatives 
to  the  General  Court  to  take  all  necessary  measures  to  insure  that  no  low 
level  radioactive  waste  from  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Plant  shall  be  stored  or 
disposed  of  in  the  Town  of  Bristol  unless  and  until  the  proposed  site  of  the 
proposed  storage  or  disposal  has  been  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  Town 
at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  by  written  ballot.

29.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

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Selectmen's  Report 

Last  year,  1986,  was  expected  to  be  a  very  active  and  demanding  year  for 
town  officials.  To  assist  the  selectmen,  14  objectives  were  enumerated  for 
the  year  that  would  give  direction  and  facilitate  good  planning  so  that  the 
end  result  would  be  a  successful  year. 

Of  paramount  importance  was  the  management  of  the  budget  enacted  by 
the  voters.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  budget  was  not  overexpended 
due  in  part  to  the  continual  appraisal  of  department  chairpersons  and  the 
help  of  a  computer  program  designed  to  give  the  selectmen  a  weekly  readout. 

The  voters  authorized  the  hiring  of  an  Administrative  Assistant  for  the 
Town.  With  much  thanks  given  to  an  appointed  Selection  Committee,  the 
position  was  filled  by  Anthony  "Tony"  Plante  on  July  28,  1986.  Tony's  ac- 
complishments have  already  been  many  and  the  selectmen  look  forward  to 
his  able  assistance. 

Construction  of  the  new  million-gallon  water  tank  was  very  well  planned 
and  was  executed  on  schedule.  The  tank  has  been  functioning  since  Decem- 
ber, 1986,  and  should  serve  the  Town  for  decades  to  come. 

Overcrowding  at  the  Town  Office  Building  is  an  acute  problem  The  voters 
authorized  the  purchase  of  property  adjacent  to  the  existing  building.  With 
the  enthusiastic  assistance  of  an  appointed  Building  Needs  Committee,  all 
town  buildings  and  lands  have  been  discussed  and  evaluated.  The  develop- 
ment of  comprehensive  plans  for  the  expansion  of  the  present  Town  Office 
Building  has  been  accomplished.  Proposed  plans  are  available  for  review  and 
an  Article  will  appear  in  the  Warrant  this  year. 

Although  construction  delays  and  other  problems  did  not  allow  the  Town 
Beach  at  the  foot  of  the  lake  to  be  formally  opened,  much  progress  was  made 
toward  that  goal.  Funds  have  been  encumbered  so  that  this  summer  the  beach 
will  be  opened  with  ample  parking  for  all  who  choose  to  use  it  and  accom- 
modations for  the  elderly  and  handicapped  will  be  furnished. 

A  selection  committee  was  formed  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new 
grader,  a  new  front  end  loader  and  a  truck  for  the  Highway  Department. 
This  equipment  was  purchased  even  though  delivery  dates  were  later  than 
hoped  and  thus  the  work  to  be  done  was  somewhat  delayed.  Owing  to  the 
willingness  and  capabilities  of  the  Highway  Department  crew  all  work  sched- 
uled to  be  done  this  year  was  accomplished. 

Solid  waste  removal,  although  improved  dramatically  this  year,  with  the 
opening  of  a  combined  burnable  and  demolition  area,  still  remains  a  per- 
plexing problem.  The  Selectmen  are  faced  with  stricter  Federal  and  State  regu- 
lations but  we,  like  other  towns,  are  not  given  the  means  of  recouping  the 
costs  for  complying  to  these  regulations.  This  year  the  Selectmen  will  be  mov- 
ing closer  to  the  date  when  the  Concord  Cooperative  will  be  opened. 

The  Town  Fathers  have  also  been  meeting  for  long  hours  discussing  a  dis- 
patch system  that  will  bring  that  important  facility  up  to  standards  expected

by  the  town.  A  regional  dispatch  center  or  a  center  located  in  Bristol  are 
two  alternatives  being  reviewed  for  presentation  in  the  budget  this  year. 

A  Building  Inspector  was  hired  this  year.  For  a  period  of  about  9  months, 
143  building  permits  were  issued.  They  account  for  38  new  single  family  resi- 
dences, 32  renovations,  32  additions,  21  condominium  projects  representing 
60  living  units,  9  commercial  projects  and  1 1  other  types  of  construction  in 
the  town. 

Revaluation  that  was  to  be  done  this  past  year  has  been  put  off  by  the 
State.  It  is  now  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  spring  of  1987. 

The  Conservation  Commission  had  a  busy  year  mapping  Bristol's  wetlands 
and  overseeing  the  preservation  of  these  important  lands.  A  perplexing 
problem  was  the  pollution  of  the  Town  Spring.  Through  the  Commission's 
efforts,  this  problem  was  eliminated.  The  Planning  Board,  whose  report  is 
included  herein,  was  again  busy  with  subdivision  requests  and  the  ZBA's  re- 
quests for  amendments  to  the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Planning  Board 
will  be  working  on  a  Capital  Improvement  Program  during  this  year.  The 
first  year  of  Zoning  was  a  stormy  one.  Five  voting  members,  3  alternates 
and  a  Selectman  advisor  were  named.  By-laws  and  organizational  matters 
took  up  much  time.  Nine  requests  were  presented  to  the  ZBA  for  a  Variance 
or  Special  Exception.  Eight  of  these  were  approved. 

The  Town  was  served  well  this  past  year  by  its  employees  to  whom  we 
extend  our  thanks.  Bristol  is  growing  and  has  recently  exceeded  2,400  peo- 
ple. With  growth  comes  requests  for  more  services  on  the  part  of  each  depart- 
ment, board,  committee  and  commission.  These  requests  have  been  met 
because  of  the  willingness  of  all  employees  of  the  Town.  Once  again,  the 
Selectmen's  call  was  answered  for  residents  to  volunteer  for  public  involve- 
ment in  a  myriad  of  activities  that  would  add  expertise  in  the  process  of  de- 
cision making.  We  are  indebted  to  those  who  served  and  continue  to  serve. 
We  ask  and  call  for  your  continued  help. 

During  the  coming  year,  we  ask  for  your  assistance,  understanding  and 
prayers  as  we  endeavor  to  keep  Bristol  proud,  to  be  responsive  to  your  needs 
and,  to  make  those  decisions  for  our  Town  that  will  ensure  your  continued 
good  welfare  in  years  to  come.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Bristol,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1985 
as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such 
tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts  which  should  be  included  to  confirm  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.

fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Bristol,  New  Hampshire  at  De- 
cember 31,  1985,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended, 
in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining,  in- 
dividual fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.

During  the  year,  $3490.21  was  spent  for  new  books  which,  combined  with 
94  books  presented  as  gifts,  added  439  books  to  our  library  collection. 

As  a  result  of  the  inter-library  loan  system  through  the  State  Library  Pro- 
gram, our  library  is  able  to  borrow  books  from  other  libraries,  and  they  like- 
wise can  borrow  from  our  library. 

Our  library  continues  to  purchase  books  through  a  cooperative  buying 
group  which  includes  several  libraries  in  our  immediate  area.  This  method 
allows  these  libraries  to  purchase  books  at  some  cost  reduction. 

As  usual,  the  library  sponsored  the  children's  reading  program  and  story- 
telling hour  this  summer.  In  addition,  the  library  showed  films  on  four  Satur- 
day afternoons  to  try  to  interest  more  young  people  to  read  and  use  the  library 
materials.  The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  the  volunteers  who  gave  their  time 
and  talent  to  expand  the  library  services. 

On  July  4th,  the  library  held  its  annual  book  sale  to  make  room  for  new 
books  on  the  shelves. 

During  the  past  year,  several  improvements  were  made  at  the  library.  The 
trim  on  the  library,  including  windows  and  doors,  was  painted  a  dark  green, 
new  safety  precautions  were  taken  and  repairs  to  the  porch  made.  Ramps 
were  built  by  the  town  to  make  easier  and  equal  access  for  the  handicapped. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Lee  Cald- 
well for  personal  reasons,  but  was  pleased  to  have  Maxwell  MacPherson  fill 
out  the  unexpired  term. 

Finally,  the  Trustees  sincerely  thank  our  dedicated  staff  members  who  make 
it  possible  for  our  library  to  offer  friendly,  helpful  and  efficient  service  to 
our  patrons.

Newfound  Ambulance  Report 
1986  Report 

The  second  year  of  Newfound  Ambulance  Rescue's  service  to  Bristol  and 
the  surrounding  Newfound  Area  including  the  Towns  of  Alexandria,  Bridge- 
water,  Danbury,  Hebron  and  New  Hampton,  saw  an  increase  of  32  in  num- 
ber of  calls  from  the  previous  year  for  a  1986  total  of  365.  A  breakdown 
of  number  of  calls  per  town  is  shown  below. 

It  was  also  a  busy  year  in  several  other  significant  ways.  The  fund  drive, 
started  the  year  before,  was  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion,  having  raised 
over  $36,000.00  for  the  purchase  and  equipping  of  a  new  ambulance.  In  the 
early  months  of  the  year  an  order  was  placed  for  a  Wheeled  Coach  Type 
II  Ambulance.  The  new  Ford  vehicle  arrived  in  Bristol  in  the  spring  and  was 
phased  into  service  during  the  summer.  The  Town's  original  1973  ambulance 
went  to  the  Hebron  Fire  Department  where  it  is  being  converted  to  Res- 
cue/Utility use  and  hopefully  will  continue  to  serve  the  Newfound  Lake  area 
several  more  years  in  that  capacity. 

The  ambulances  moved  into  a  "new"  station  in  April.  With  the  move  of 
Bristol's  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  to  new  quarters,  the  lower  level  garage 
area  of  Bristol's  old  Fire  Station  became  available.  The  two  ambulances  now 
share  these  quarters  with  the  Bristol  Police  Department.  Repair  and  improve- 
ments to  the  garage  doors,  especially  the  addition  of  an  electric  opener  on 
the  ambulance  door  has  improved  response  time.  The  ambulances  had  previ- 
ously been  housed  in  private  garage  and  barn  space. 

A  major  step  in  continuing  efforts  to  upgrade  the  level  of  pre-hospital  care, 
made  available  to  residents  of  the  service  area,  was  the  delivery  of  a  Defibril- 
lator in  late  December.  Ambulance  attendants  will  be  receiving  training  and 
certification  in  the  use  of  this  very  valuable  life  saving  machine  in  early  months 
of  1987. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  State  E.M.S.  Office  arrangements  were  con- 
cluded to  hold  an  Emergency  Medical  Technician  (E.M.T.)  course  in  Bristol 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1987.

The  initial  phase  of  the  Bristol  Wetlands  mapping  and  study  was  complet- 
ed by  Environmental  Scientist,  Melissa  Smart.  This  study  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  this  year. 

We  received  an  18  acre  tract  of  wetlands,  given  to  the  town  by  John  Gree- 
nan,  in  memory  of  Greta  Bennett. 

The  Catterall  property,  under  a  Conservation  Easement,  was  monitored 
in  June  and  no  violations  were  found. 

During  November,  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  attended 
Seminars  in  Concord  and  Manchester. 

We  have  reported  several  cases  of  unlawful  filling  of  wetlands  and  flood 
plains  as  well  as  violations  along  the  lake  especially  in  the  Gramp's  Cove 
area.  We  are  seeking  closer  cooperation  with  the  Wetlands  Board  in  1987. 

The  Breck-Plankey  spring  was  tested  in  early  May  with  perfect  results,  yet 
a  similar  test  in  July  conducted  by  the  State  showed  an  unacceptable  bacter- 
ia count.  The  spring  was  closed  and  extensive  work  was  conducted  at  the 
site.  The  land  surrounding  the  Spring  was  sloped  so  that  any  surface  water 
would  drain  away  and  clean  gravel  was  used  on  all  sides.  The  Spring  was 
drained,  cleaned,  disinfected  and  flushed.  Then  a  new  cover  was  installed 
and  finally  a  new  140'  plastic  pipe  was  dug  in  and  covered.  A  sample  was 
taken  to  Water-Test  in  Manchester  and  it  came  back  "negative"  so  the  Spring 
was  reopened.  It  will  be  tested  regularly  in  1987.

A  few  interesting  statistics  about  our  growth  since  the  Fowler  River  Ex- 
tension completion  in  1980:

10  1/2  miles  of  new  pipe  installed 

A  new  water/Sewer  workshop  and  garage  completed 

The  main  accomplishment  during  1986  was  the  construction  of  the  Mil- 
lion Gallon  Storage  Facility.  It  was  placed  on  line  on  December  15,  1986. 
This  has  resulted  in  a  main  line  pressure  increase  of  about  20  psi  in  the  mains 
south  of  Hillside  Avenue. 

Billing  by  computer  was  finally  accomplished  for  the  first  time  in  January. 

The  Commissioners  held  16  special  meetings  during  1986  not  counting  five 
monthly  meetings  with  FmHA  and  RistFrost  Engineers  and  weekly  site  in- 
spections during  the  tank  construction  period. 

The  Bristol  Water  Works  has  been  approached  on  the  possibility  of  ex- 
tending its  system  into  adjoining  towns  —  this  will  be  done  only  if  the  voters 
of  the  towns  involved  are  in  total  accord. 

The  Bristol  Water  Works  has  had  a  policy  of  purchasing  new  material  for 
mains  extensions  and  when  installed  by  contractors,  billing  them  for  the  cost 
of  same.  Our  thinking  being  that  then  only  approved  materials  would  be  uti- 
lized. Now,  starting  in  January  1987,  by  adopting  proper  specification  data, 
the  same  objective  will  be  accomplished  through  direct  user  purchasing  thus 
greatly  simplifying  the  accounting  headache  presented  to  the  Commission- 
ers, the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen. 

The  two  20,000  gallon  temporary  storage  tanks  at  the  Hopkins  tank  site 
are  available  for  private  purchase. 

Effective  April  15,  1987,  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Chester  Smart  will  re- 
sign to  become  a  full  time  dairy  farmer.  We  all  wish  Chet  much  success  and 
future  happiness  and  also  express  our  appreciation  for  the  excellent  job  he 
has  done  in  the  manner  he  has  performed  his  duties  as  our  Superintendent 
for  the  people  of  Bristol.

Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden 

and 

State  Forest  Ranger 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  nor- 
mal. The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kin- 
dled without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations; 
however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law 
may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  pay- 
ment starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that 
will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  tim- 
ber tax  forms.

The  Bristol  Fire  Department  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  summa- 
rize the  fires  and  their  activities  for  the  past  year. 

The  department  responded  to  95  calls  this  past  year.  There  were  3  struc- 
tural fires,  29  chimney  fires,  12  Mutual  Aid  or  out-of-town  calls,  5  car  or 
truck  fires,  4  gas  washdowns,  3  smoke  investigations,  6  false  alarms,  12  Dial 
alarm  or  smoke  detector  calls,  3  electrical  fires,  1  dump  fire,  1  dumpster  fire, 

1  awning  fire,  2  furnace  or  motor  fires,  1  sawdust  pile,  1  small  brush  fire, 

2  calls  for  the  Jaws-of-Life,  6  wires  down  and  3  miscellaneous  calls. 
This  past  year  the  department  accepted  from  the  Bristol  Lioness,  the  Jaws- 
of-Life  and  air  bags.  The  company  has  trained  with  these  items  and  has 
responded  to  two  calls  for  their  use.  The  company  also  bought  bunker  pants 
and  night  hitch  boots  for  all  members.  In  addition  they  purchased  from  for- 
mer Commissioner  Richard  G.  Akerman  his  generator-welder  unit  with  cords. 
This  will  be  installed  at  the  station  for  electricity  when  power  lines  are  down 
and  for  welding  on  trucks  or  other  pieces  of  apparatus  that  belong  to  the 
department  that  can  be  repaired  by  members. 

Upon  the  death  of  Alfred  M.  "Ike"  Payne,  John  G.  Day  was  appointed 
Chief  Engineer  and  Robert  H.  Fellows  was  named  Assistant  Chief  Engineer. 
Ike  had  been  a  fireman  for  56  years  and  Chief  Engineer  for  50  of  those  years. 
Between  Richard  Ackerman  and  Ike  Payne  they  had  a  total  of  98  years  serv- 
ice to  the  department  and  the  Town  of  Bristol. 

Training  has  continued  as  in  the  past  and  several  firefighters  have  com- 
pleted the  Firefighter  1  course.  Several  more  are  in  the  process  of  taking  the 
course  at  this  time.  The  department  also  had  some  of  its  members  complete 
a  CPR  course.  The  Company  again  put  up  and  took  down  the  Christmas 
lights.  More  lights  were  added  this  year  thanks  to  donations  of  merchants 
and  monies  from  the  Town.  Firemen  donate  all  their  time  in  this  cause.  It 
does  add  up  to  a  lot  of  hours  and  they  feel  it  is  a  worthwhile  cause. 

The  Commissioners  have  been  kept  busy  with  their  inspections  of  old  and 
new  buildings.  It  is  becoming  very  time  consuming  as  there  has  been  so  much 
building  going  on  in  the  area  the  past  few  years.  They  also  had  the  depart- 
ment burn  a  house  on  Fourth  Street  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen.  This 
was  used  for  practice  by  the  newer  members  of  the  department. 

Fire  calls  were  up  this  year  due  mostly  to  chimney  fires  and  dial  alarms 
and  smoke  detectors  that  were  faulty.  With  everyone's  help  we  hope  there 
is  a  decrease  in  the  coming  year.

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Police  Commission  Report 

On  March  24,  1986,  William  E.  Barrett  was  elected  by  the  other  two  Police 
Commissioners  (Carroll  M.  Brown  and  Robert  E.  Day)  as  the  Police  Com- 
mission's Chairman  for  the  following  year.  The  Police  Commission  meets 
bi-monthly  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  at  seven  PM  with  the  meeting 
being  held  in  the  Town's  Courtroom.  While  the  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public,  in  order  for  a  visitor  to  address  the  Commission  he  or  she  must  be 
on  the  agenda.  Persons  wishing  to  speak  to  the  Commission  should  contact 
the  Chief  of  Police  office  in  person  to  be  put  on  the  agenda;  this  must  be 
done  prior  to  5:00  PM  the  Thursday  before  the  next  regularly  scheduled  Mon- 
day evening  meeting.  If  an  emergency  situation  arises,  persons  can  be  added 
to  the  agenda  up  to  the  time  of  the  Commission  meeting. 

There  were  several  changes  in  personnel  in  the  Police  Department  during 
1986.  Ruth  Simpson  was  hired  as  the  part-time  police  secretary,  Douglas  A. 
Voelbel  and  Kenneth  R.  Martell  Jr.  were  hired  as  full-time  Patrolmen  and 
David  J.  Albert  resigned  as  a  full-time  Patrolman.  Joseph  P.  Bell  was  hired 
as  a  Special  Police  Officer  and  Lorraine  Webb  and  Alice  Jenness  were  hired 
as  school  crosswalk  attendants. 

During  the  past  year  Patrolman  Scott  K.  Satterfield  and  Douglas  A  Voel- 
bel attended  the  mandatory  ten  week  New  Hampshire  Police  Academy. 
Patrolman  David  J.  Albert  and  Scott  K.  Satterfield  completed  the  one  week 
Intoximeter  Operator  Training  Course  and  were  certified  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  as  intoximeter  operators.  All  members  of  the  Police  Department 
attended  several  one  day  inservice  training  sessions  either  locally  or  at  the 
New  Hampshire  Police  Academy  in  Concord. 

The  Police  Departments  calls  for  services  continued  to  grow  during  the 
past  year  and  both  Criminal  Offenses  and  Motor  Vehicle  activities  have  ex- 
perienced increases  over  the  past  year's  levels.  In  order  to  handle  the  increased 
time  needed  to  handle  Court  prosecution  matters  and  do  follow  up  work 
on  Criminal  investigations,  C.  Scott  Haines  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  on 
April  1, 1986,  and  assigned  these  duties  in  addition  to  his  other  responsibilities. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  fulfill  our  responsibilities  of  providing  adequate  law 
enforcement  services  to  the  town  of  Bristol  the  Police  Department  will  need 
increased  resources  to  meet  these  demands.  Besides  increases  in  manpower 
and  equipment  the  Department  currently  is  badly  in  need  of  increased  work 
space  and  of  an  effective  twenty-four  hour  per  day  dispatch  system. 
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Report  of  the  Grafton  County  Commissioners 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  submit  the  following  report  in  our  con- 
tinuing effort  to  directly  communicate  with  our  constituents,  realizing  your 
concerns  and  our  accountability  for  a  fiscally  conservative  budget. 

We  have  heard  that  budget  message  and  continually  strive  to  meet  man- 
dated and  essential  services  in  the  most  efficient  and  effective,  yet  economi- 
cal manner  possible.  This  has  been  reflected  in  tight  county  budgets  the  last 
two  years,  resulting  in  decreased  county  tax  requirements.  Some  towns  may 
have  seen  increased  county  taxes  due  to  evaluation  and  apportionment  for- 
mula used  by  the  N.  H.  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  However, 
public  services  at  the  county  level  still  usually  reflect  more  equitable  distri- 
bution of  tax  dollars.  County  tax  averages  6.2%  of  base  property  taxes. 

The  county  is  facing  the  same  problems  in  the  insurance  market  as  the 
towns.  However,  we  have  joined  in  the  N.  H.  Municipal  Association's  in- 
surance programs  for  most  coverage  needs  at  reasonable  cost.  We  shall  also 
have  to  deal  with  the  loss  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds  in  the  next  budget. 

It  is  too  early  to  make  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  new  welfare  system 
under  Senate  Bill-1.  We  do  know  that  with  the  change  in  program  liabilities, 
county  costs  will  substantially  increase,  and  towns  should  realize  a  decrease 
in  welfare  assistance  payments.  County  focus  under  SB-1  is  to  serve  the  needs 
of  the  children,  the  elderly  and  disabled.  Because  the  north  country  is  grow- 
ing with  changing  needs,  growth  in  the  elderly  population,  and  expanded 
service  requirements,  we  must  look  to  the  future  to  meet  those  needs. 

The  House  of  Correction  occupancy  figures  have  grown  dramatically  due 
to  week-end  sentencing,  new  DWI  laws,  and  continuous  one  year  sentencing 
to  avoid  incarceration  at  state  prison,  causing  overcrowding  at  the  Correc- 
tional facility.  One  option  now  under  consideration  is  the  construction  of 
a  two  story  dormitory  type  addition  for  30  beds.  The  result  would  be  a  net 
increase  of  18  beds  meeting  space  standards  under  a  plan  in  line  with  previ- 
ous jail  study  recommendations,  and  at  far  less  cost  than  a  new  facility. 

The  farm  continues  to  be  self-supporting,  provides  work  for  inmates,  and 
offers  access  for  experimental  projects.  The  Register  of  Deeds  net  profit  mar- 
gin is  3.6%  of  county  revenues.  The  Sheriffs  Department  provides  essential 
services  in  transport,  superior  court,  dispatch,  and  other  law  enforcement 
activities,  with  increased  revenue  in  fees.  The  Nursing  Home  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  state. 

We  are  proud  of  our  county;  of  the  dedicated  staff,  exemplary  services 
and  high  standard  facilities.  Commissioners  meet  weekly,  and  encourage  pub- 
lic attendance.  We  welcome  facility  tours.
